cement that he Is having difficulties within the BHRbecaose of SONS 
was perhaps an understatement. According to C_ 13 the BUB Is 
Just about to split Into two rival factions over the '^ACTIVE issue. 

Many GBR naobers allegedly feel that Major BAOTLA had no nnrdate to 
represent the Bmr and they are promoting unfavorable criticism of both 
ABEAMCHIK and RAfflJLA). 

2. Without any obvious transition to any new topic of discussion, 
he went on to say that liajcr Boris RAGUT.A is scheduled to arrive in the 
United States prior to 26 November and would accompany him on his 
missionary work. A ftBAurcrtK then reiterated hia four point critique of 
SOBS: 

(a) threats and coercion should not be used to recruit 
Bombers, for unless SQHR practices the democratic principles 
it preaches, its present power tactics will boomerang later 
and result in rather noisy defections; 

(b) the scope of what SOUR represents is too limited: it 
should include representations of all the submerged Iron Curtain 
countries and not Just the nationalities of the Soviet Union; 
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(c) the present voting mechanism Is undemocratic and 
will remain so until there is a SONS chamber similar to 
the United national General assembly where each nation, 
regardless of size, has an equal vote; 

(d) as far as the issue of postwar sovereignty of 
any non-Has aian race of the Soviet Onion ia concerned, 
a gentleman's agreement must be reached and the issne 
shelved until after the war, otherwise SOUS will not be 
able to concentrate on overthrowing the present regime. 

(Case Officer Consent : AB2AUCHXK did not specify how this 

agre«s*«it could be reached or how the issue of national 
Independence could stay shelved once SCHB site down in 
pleom to decide what, for example, should be broadcast 
to the non-Enas lan nationalities of the Soviet Union). 

3. The case officer then went over in detail the thirteen 
proposals contained In Para 12 of the report on the October 
conversation. ABRAMCHIK agreed that all the proposals coincided 
with the mutual interests of the BUR and the United States govern- 
ment. He was told by the case officer to coordinate all his 
actions regarding these thirteen proposals with Major BAGULA and 
our Munich office. In fact, BAGULA. should be in charge of. ful- 
filling the requests for Syeloruasian publications, clothes, stc. 

4. iHMur-HTK said that BAGULA wants very much to confer in 

Washington as soon as possible after his arrival. Provided that 
no injudicious remarks are made by the Washington case officers, 
the undersigned can see no harm in listening to what Major BAGULA 
has to say. Such a conference would supplement our meager know- 
ledge of what has happened recently in this project. It is 
strongly recommended that ’V. . who was BAGULA 's 

case officer fran January 19pl, when raOULa was originally contacted, 
until mid-September 1951, preside at this meeting. In all events 
we must not give the BUB people the opportunity to play Washington 
off against Munich: logically, the case officers should listen but 
stifle the temptation to answer leading questions or make any aemi- 
ccmmitmento beyond the promise to advise Munich of the conference 
subject matter. In the last memorandum from the field, T~ ~ 

>- ‘ j said that the next conference with BAGULA was scheduled 

for 22 October. We can lean from BAGULA what transpired on that 
dqte, in any event, BAGULA should be wined and dined and allowed 
to see a bit of life in the United States. Be has often expressed 
the wish to see at firsthand the country with which the BUR is 
collaborating. The date of the Washington conference will be laid 
on by ABBAUCBIK through Contacts Division C_ H7 
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5. At tbs end of the comrsatian with Aroiifrary the latter 
mentioned that to collect clothing, to write study reports and to 
fid fin the other requests eade by the case officer, the BIS will 
require & hit of a subsidy.
